HAY AND WHEAT 
Some Very Interesting Facts Dis- 
closed by Blue-Book Statistics 

Despite the’ fact that the average 
Canadian considers wheat the great 
asset of our farm lands, and looks 
to it as the source of much of Can- 
ada's future wealth, wheat does not 
hold the first place just now. Hay— 
ordinary, common hay—is the most 
valuable field crop grown in Canada. 
In 1911 the hay crop was worth $161,- 


314,000, while wheat came second at! 


$136,567,000 and oats third at $126,- 
812,000. 

In 1911 the acreage of hay in On- 
tarlo was 2,301,468, as against 3,204,- 
021 in 1910 Ontario produced last 
year 4,238,362 tons, or 1.28 tons pei 
acre; in 1910, 6,492,653 tons, or 1.71 
tons per acre. This will indicate the 
extent of injury done to crops last 
summer, since, with an acreage of 
96,469 more than in 1910, the crop was 
less by 1,264,291 tons, The market 
value of the crop for 1911 has not 
been issued yet, but officials . state 
that it will be considerably over that 
of 1910, which amounted to $64,407,- 
105. This means that the proceeds 
of one-third of Canada’s hay crop 
goes to Ontario farmers, 


While careful inquiry has resulted | 


in some complaints from farmers that 
the persistent cold weather has been 
detrimental to the timothy hay crop, 


in that it is not attaining full growth, | 


the prospects on the whole are for a 
bumper crop this summer, While 
considerable quantities of clover grass 
were winter killed, a large percentage 
of the ploughed-up grain fields was 
replanted in hay and fodder. 

The chief reason why hay matin- 
tains its high place on the farm is 
that there is more money gotten out 
of it for the labor put into it than 
perhaps for any other commodity. 
Statistics show that the average yleld 
in 1910 was 1.71 tons per acre. At 
the average price for 1910 of $11 per 
ton this means about $19 an acre. 
Putting Ontario wheat at 90c. per 
bushel the average yield of wheat per 
acre would have to be over 21 bushels 
to give the same value in money. 
The farmer well knows how much 
more labor the production of wheat 
involves than the production of hay. 
Then again, while the value of wheat 
is more of less constant, that of hay 
varies from year to year, and $11 is 
a low average. The average last 
years was much higher. 

It would not do, however, for On- 
tario farmers to go into hay-raising 
altogether, as it would soon decline 
in price below the proportional mark- 
et value of wheat. Then, the motor 
truck and motor car are being substi- 
tuted: for.the horse so rapidly that its 
effect will be sefiously felt ere long 
in the hay. market itself. 


Motorcycles 

A motorcycle is a bicycle with a 
pandemoniuih attachment.

8 
motor is tonnected with the rear 
wheel cf the bicycle, and when It is 
in the mood will revolve the wheel 
with tremendous speed, thus caus- 
ing the bicycle to proceed from hith- 
er to yon over buggles, pedestrians, 
fences and small outbuildings. 

A motorcycle is really a miniature 
automobile with full sized noise, smell 
and dirt output. .1t is not started by 
cranking, however, but by pedaling 
the whole machine along the road un- 
til the motor emerges from its coma 
and gets on the job. An automo- 
bilist can be detected by his vast 
overhanging shoulders and calloused 
hands. A motorcyclist, however, 
may have arms like pipestems, but 
his legs are seven sizes too large for 
him. 

A motorcycle is not as comfortable 
as a camel or a lumber wagon, but 
it is very swift, and there is nothing 
that feels more like flying than to 
ride a large barytone motorcycle over 
the country roads at fifty miles an 
hour, leaping lightly from bump to 
bump—except to leave the machine 
when it has struck a rock and to soar 
swiftly through the unstable atmos- 
phere until some jagged section of 
the hemisphere interferes with fur- 
ther progress, 

Motorcycles are very useful and 
have almost annihilated distance and 
cheap clothes, They should be rid- 
den in costume, except by very 
wealthy and careless men. A pair 
of leather pants with asbestos lining 
and a two bushel hip pocket for tools 
a padded vest, heavy gloves, a pair 
of goggles and nose and shin guards 
make a tasty and useful rig for the 
cyclist. Dressed in this fashion the 
enthusiast can enjoy himself to the 
full as he caroms from tree to tree 
and gorges himself with dust, oil and 
excitement. 

Motorcycles should be treated with 
respect at all times and should not be 
Interfered with when in a hurry. 

Marvellous records are made by tn- 
trepid iahouts who have driven large 
miles on a board track, and most of

TO CONSERVE MOISTURE 


Written by E. B. House, Engineer 
Colorado Experiment Station, 
Fort Collins, Colorado. 


It is a well known fact that ground 
which {is kept loose on top will evap- 
orate much less water than a soil 
which is packed on top. The mois- 
ture which escapes into the air is 
absolutely lost so far as the plants 
growing in that particular field are 
concerned, and if anything cdén be 
done to hold this moisture in the 
ground so that it may reach the roots 
of the growing crop, it is of course 
the thing to strive for, and will prove

Some years ago one of the repre- 
sentatives from the Agricultural Col- 
lege was visiting an up-to-date faim- 
er in the country, and the farmer 
showed him a field of wheat which 
illustrated this harrowing in a re- 

; markable manner.

became disgusted with the work be- 
cause it appeared that he was drag- 
ging out so much of the grain and re- 
‘ported the fact to the farmer who 
ordered the work to be discontinued. 

By he time the grajn had headed 
the marks of the harrowed sections 
could be plainly seen. The place 
where it had been dragged diagonally 
across ths fleld produced grain at 
least eight or ten inches higher than 
that on either side which had not 
been harrowed, and along the edges 

\ the fleld the grain was in a like 


\ benefit to the plant growing in the 


condition, The grain of the field 
that had not been touched by the 
harrow was not to be compared with 
the harrowed grain, either in appear- 
ance, size of plants or heads of grain. 
The yield from the harrowed portion 
was practically double that from the 
unharrowed portion. 

It simply shows that the harrow: 
ing and loosening of the surface soil, 
even though it did destroy some of 
the plants, conserved the moisture and 
benefited those plants that were left 
in such a marked degree that it ma- 
terlally increased the yleld from that 
field, and shows that this practice 
could be employed to advantage by 
al! farmers —Dry Farming.

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60,COO Unclaimed War Medale 


In two large strong rooms at Wool- 
wich Dockyard, Woolwich, Eng., are 
stored nearly 60,000 unclaimed 
South African medals. Bach is en- 
Braved with the name of the man 
to whom {t was awarded. These 
men are not now with the colors, but 
a staff of clerks and a department 
armed with medal lists and regiment- 
al records are endeavoring to trace 
them. 

Many of this lost legion are Irre- 
gulars who flocked to the British col- 
ors when war broke out, but who have 
since become scattered all over the 
world. One young man, for instance 
after the war, went prospecting in 
the interior, He turned up recently 
| in Capetown after an absence of near- 
ly ten years and asked for his med- 
al. It was given him. Similar de- 
mands from all parts of the British 
Empire’ are received nearly every 
week. 

Hundreds of medals have been re- 
posing in regimental safes since 1904. 
At the end of ten years, according 
to the King’s regulations, those still 
unclaimed will be broken up and the 
silver debited to the mint. Many 
men have refused the medal on the 
ground that {t is ‘too cheap.’ Three- 
quarters of a million of the medals 
were struck—a fact which may have 
been lightly regarded. 

But these South African awards are 
not the only medals at Woolwich 
awaiting claimants. There are 4,000 
medals (with names engraved) for 
the Zulu campaign of 1878-79, and also 
seven medals presented by the Brit- 
ish South African Company for the 
Matabvle campaign. Claims for the 
Crimean and Indian Mutiny medals 
are still made. On an average the 
| India ¢ ‘ice give away twelve Mutiny 
{medals a year, while the war office 
bestows one Crimean medal a year 
and replaces about ten lost medals.

PROGRESS OF CREMATION

erations last year. A law has been|' 
recently passed permitting cremations 
in Prussia.

JAPANESE BOOK PAPER, 


This Wonderful Product Is Made by 
Hand From Plant Fibers. 


The Japunese paper which has been 
found so useful in the making of 
books that would, if ag book 
paper were used, be too bulky for 
convenient handling is a distinct 
variety, having little in common with 
the American made product. It has 
a strength of fiber that cannot be pro- 
here, and, as it is handmade, 
it is more costly than any other kind. 
This paper is made from the bark of 


| certain Japanese plants, vAich is cut 


up into strips, some of which may 
be a yard long: These strips are then 
tied up into bundles and put to soak 
in a weak solution of lye, by which 
they are softened sufficiently to be 
worked without breaking. 

The real work of making the paper 
then begins. The strips of bark are 
laid flat and separated into fine fibers 
form of mallet, and 
this step ih the process fs so carefully 
done that the fibers obtained ara 
much bonger than those produced in 
6 pulpmaking machine. When the 
fibers have been separated they are 
ee out on a sieve. By shaking 
the mass in the sieve the fibers are 
swelled out and drained of lye. The

The German Emperor has just 
bought two sheep farms in Gegman 
South-west Africa for £4,800. The 
e@fport of woo) is at present small, but 
it is believed that in the course of 
time this will become a valuable 
source of income to thé tolon! 
the Kaiser desires to encour 
branch of colonial activity. 

In choosing the farms his Majes- 
ty acted on the advice of Herr Heck- 
el, a géntleman attached to the Im- 
perial Court, who is visiting his 
brother's ranch near Windhoek. 

In acquiring two farms in South 
Africa the German Emperor is fiuding 
further outlet for those business 
qualities which, had he been born 
to commefce instead of a throne, 
would have assuredly have won for 
the Kaiser a high position among 
merchant princes. It may not be 
generatly known that the Kaiser 
is already the owner of a porcelain 
and tile factory at Cadinen, in East 
Prussia ; 

This commercial venture has prov- 
en very successful owing to .the 
Kalser’s active participation in the 
management. No detail has proven 
too insignificant for him to master, 
and the Emperor is not above re- 
commending personally his own 
wares and finding new markets for 
the Cadinen products, 

These wares are on sale at a shop 
in Berlin called “The Royal Hohen- 
zollern stores,” and at one time it 
was his Majesty's custom to pay vis- 
its of inspection to houses and build- 
‘ngs where the Cadinen tiles had 
veen used. 

The Emperor ts a keen agricultur- 
ist and all the latest practical devel- 
opments of this important science 
finds illustrations on the farms which 
form an important part of the royal 
estate In Silesia. His Majesty is al- 
ao financially interested in the Ham- 
hurg-American Line and almost in- 
variably attends the launches of new 
liners from the Vulkan yard.

termined to get industries, no matter what they cost, and 
they are offering bonuses of generous, even lavish ditmen- 
sions. ‘They will have to. learn by experience that, in 
many cases, bonusing is but another form of grafting and 
they will find that the lesson willbe a bitter one. ‘It his 
been learned, and thoroughly, by most of the towns of 
Ontario and in these the men who now comes seeking a 
bonus, stands a good chance of being given a ride on a 
rail, There is scarcely an Ontario town but has been 
stung a dozen times by boaus hunt:rs and up to a few 
yeurs ago the game was pr ofitable to those who prom ted it, 

The western municipalities are offering an attractive 
field to the fake industry founders and it may be expected 
that the latter: will flood this section of the Dominion 
looking fur easy money, To nip their campaign in the 
bud will be the purpose of the Winnipeg gathering and it 
will profit every Western tewn and city to be represented 
at this conference. An effort will be made to arrange for 
joint action to check the bonus seekera and as well, plana 
will bu prepared, looking to the undertaking of a cannpaign 
of education amoung the Western municipalities, to the end 
ihat they may be fully informed as to the evils of the sys- 
tem in question.—News- Velegram, Calgary.

From The South 


Hardwick Bros. Purchase 
2,000 More Cattle 


What is no doubt the last big 
drive of cattle in this part of the 
great Canadian west was started 
from the Weldon ranch in Happy 
Valley last Saturday morning head- 
ing for the Hardwick Bros, - ranch 
in Snake Valley, south of Gleichen, 
says the Claresholm Review. Two 
thousand head comprised the bunch, 
all purchased from, the Oxley ranch 
by the Hardwick Bros. and over a 
thousand of them were prime beef 
steers. Those. who were lucky 
enough to view this big drove of 
cattle will remember the sight for 
a long time. At the start of the 
drive considerable difficulty was ex- 
perienced by the boys in getting the 
bunch through the foothill country. 
Trees, brush and ‘hills make it hard 
to handle a large herd, and especial- 
ly is this so when the cattle are be- 
ing driven away from a range on 
which they have become located. 
Three days hard work was recessary 
before the drove struck the prairie 
country, and then fairly good time 
was made. A good many visitors 
came to witness the now unusual 
sight Of a roundup camp, with so 
many eattle to look after, while they 
were camped at Stavely for about 
five hours on Tuesday. Here was! 
seen the camp with all the fixings 
of the real roundup days. The bed 
wagon, chuck wagon, rope corral in 
which the rangler run the saddle 
horses to be caught up for mid-day 
change of mounts, the cook busy 
with his culinary duties and at 
dinnertime the cowboys stowing a- 
way a big meal in anticipation of 
the long hours of Lard riding before 
the chance would besgiven them to 
fill up again. After dinner the 
horses were run into the rope cor- 
ral and the riders caught out the 
change of mounts and the cattle 
strung out in a long line for Mos- 
quito creek where the night camp 
was to be made. It took to hours 
for the cattle to pass a given point, 
and from this one can judge the 
size ef the herd. J. 1. Edmund, 
our local photographer, was engaged 
by the owners of thevattle to obtain 
photos of the drive, and for this 
purpose made the trip from here to 
Stavely and then on to the night 
cainpeat the creek, Here the cattle 
offered exceptional opportunities for 
the photographer while bunched a- 
lung the water edge, Several chuice 
views were obtained from different 
points along the high banks. 

This is the largest bunch of cattle 
driven through this part of Alberta 
for a good many years and will pro- 
bably be the last of such size. 

A few years ago this scene woul) 
not have caused tore than passing 
comment in this locality but the 
day of the big rancher here is a 
thing of the pnet and the farmer has 
tuken his place, broken up the old 
range and made the country—once 
a grazing place—a continuvus wheat 
field. 

It is expected that the drive will 
tuke about 10 days. About 20 rid- 
ers and camp helpers were engaged 
in taking the cattle to their new 


range.

REGINA IS RECOV 


ERING FROM 
EFFECTS OF DIRE CALANITY 


Terrible Ravages of ‘Storm Which Devastated the City, 
Causing Heavy Loss of Life and Suffering---A 
Bigger and Better Regina to Rise from Ruins 


Regina.—With a large portion of the 
business section lying in wreckage, 
and street after street throughout the 
southern and central residential sec-| 
tions razed to the ground for blocks 
in length, Regina is a city of ruins. 

It was 6 o'clock in the afternoon 
when the cyclone struck the city and 
in the history of the West, no such 
storm has ever been known, | 

Coming from the south it dropped 
just a few blocks north of the south- 
ern city limits, cutting a swath sev- 
eral streets wide, right down into the 
centre of the city, laying buildings 
flat in its wake. The Methodist 
aud Baptist and Knox Churches, all 
magnificent structures, were the first) 
of the large buildings struck The 
former went with a crash that sound-; 
ed above the howling of the storm and 
the roar of the cloudburst that ac- 
cimpanied the wind. 

The greater part of the roof was) 
moved from the latter structure and 
the storm moved on across Victoria 
Square, removing the walls and roof 
from the Y.M.C.A., badly wrecking 
the magnificent new public library, 
and passing thence to the Presbyter- 
jan Church, which was but little bet- 
ter off than the Methodist. 

The Y.M.C.A. was next in line, and 
half of the building was demolished 
on the instant. A few sinall buildings 
were moved from their locations, 
some being carried across the street, 
and the Masonic Temple was next 
attacked and nearly razed. 

In the next block to the west, and 
one farther north, the telephone ex- 
change stood practically by itself, ex- 
cept for a fev’ smaller buildings. Up- 
on thic the force of the storm had 
instantaneous effect, laying the bulld- 
ing flat, a big mass of wreckage, un- 
dtr which the girls were imprisoned.

Reciprocity With West Indies 
Ottawa.—Hon. J. D. Reid, -acting 
minister of trade and commerce 
through arrangements with the home 
government, made public the recipro- 
cal tariff agreement entered into last 
April between the Canadian govern- 
ment and a number of the islands in 
the British West Indies. Briefly the 
agreement provides for a preference 
of 20 per cent. of the existing rates 
of duty upon a large number of art- 
icles specified in a schedule annexed, 
with a minimum preference in 
case cf flour and sugar. Provision 
is made for taking in the islands of 
the West Indies not parties to the 
agreement as well as Newfoundland, 
within three years from the time it 
comes into force: Any of the parties to 
the agreement may provide that the 
concessions granted shall not be ap- 
plicable unless conveyed by ship di- 
rect between th2 two countries con- 
cerned, provision being made in this 
connection for the. regulation of 
freight rates by the Canadian govern- 
ment. The agreement is to come 
into force by proclamation after It 
has been ratified by the parties con- 
cerned, and the secretary of state for 
the cclonies, and may be terminated 
at the end of 10 years on a year's 
notice.

Contractors, glaziers, Jumber mer- 
chants and hardware merchants were 
never so rushed, Carloads of win- 
cow. giass and other materials have 
been ordered and rushed-to the city 
to supply the army of workers with 
the necessary materials for recon- 
struction and repairs. 

The Commissioner in charge of the 
work of tearing down old buildings, 
the providing for temporary shelters 
and the repair of more or less dam- 
aged houses, stated that large as were 
his gangs of workmen he had not 
nearly enough and could use 1,600 
workmen from other towns, As the 
city is considering the erection of 
huridreds of houses there will be 
plenty of work for all! The trades 
needed most are as follows:—Carpen- 
ters, bricklayers, electricians, plaster 
ers and tinsmiths, although there is 
a dearth of all trades. 

Apart altogether from any plan 
which may be decided upon to finance 
rebuilding, large amounts will be re 
quired for relief, scores if not hun- 
dreds of families having been astrip- 
ped of everything they possessed. 
The excellent spirit shown by the cit- 
{zens continues to be the bright spot 
in the galamity. A bigger and bet- 
ter Regina than ever appears to be 
the general motto and there seems 
to be little doubt but that the ghast- 
ly gash which now disfigures the city 
will be speedily rebuilt on a_ scale 
which will surpass that which mark 
ed it before. 

One suggestion now under consider- 
ation is a proposal of Mayor McAra 
that the city should utilize the pro- 
perty it possesses west of the city 
and erect 500 dwellings at a moderate 
figure, which would be available for 
rental or puggyase by workmen and 
others,

Woman Aviator Killed 

Boston.—Miss Harriet Quimby, of 
New York, ‘the first woman to win 
an aviator’s license in America and 
the first Woman to cross the English 
Channel in an aeroplane was instant 
ly killed with her passenger, W. A 
P. Willard, manager of the Boston 
aviation meet at Atlantic City, when 
her Bleriot monoplane fell into Dor- 
chestey Bay from a height of a thou- 
sand feet. 

Miss Quimby and Willard were re- 
turning from a trip over the harbor 
to Boston Light and back, a distance 
of 20 miles, 

The flight was made in 20 minutes. 
Heading back into the 8-milea gusty 
wind Miss Quimby started a volplane. 
One of the gusts caught the tail of 
the end of the monoplane, throwing 
the machine up perpendicular. 

For an instant it posed there. 

Then Willard’s body was thrown 
clear of the machine, followed imme- 
diately by Miss Quimby's. Hurling 
over and over the two bodies shot 
downward; strikiug the water twenty 
feet from the shore, The mqnoplane 
plunged down 15 feet away. The 
water was only five feet deep. Men 
from the Savin Hill Yacht Club near 
by were on the spot quickly and leap- 
ing overboard from their motorboats 
hauled the two bodies out of the mud 
into which they had sunk deeply. 
Death was probably instantaneous, 


GERMAN DEFENCE LEAGUE 


Conducting Campaign to Have Army 
Strength Augmented 
Berlin.—Unofficial military experts 
led by the newly founded .'Defence 


League,’ are already dissatisfied 
with the new law strengthening 
the army.

THE SAMPLE MARKET 


How it Will Increase the Car 
Shortage 


From time to time the grain grow- 
ers of Western Canada are faced with 
problems affecting the disposal of the 
products of their labor; questions 
that requirc the most careful consid- 
eration. To come to a satisfactory 
conclusion on these vexing problems 
demands a thorough investigation of 
all th possible results which would 
arise from the adoption of the pro- 
posals mado, To often the actual 
results of the operation of the pro- 
posed schemes are obsured by parties 
interested in securing pecuniary ad- 
vantages, 

Such a scheme is the one now be- 
fore the Weatern grain growers, in 
which an effort Is being made to es- 
tablish a sample market for the 
handling of grain. The !maginary 
benefits of such a market are extolled 
while tho injuries that would result 
from it are utterly ignored. Chief 
among the faults that may be fourd 
with the proposed scheme is the 
greater length of time which would 
be consumed in conveying the grains 
from the point of shipment to the lake 
front. a 

Every farmer knows the value of 
the rapid transit of grain from the 
farm to the market.” The present 
cry from one end of the country to 
the other is that the railways are too 
slow {. moving the crop. There are 
tuo few cars and Insufficient motive 
power. And yet the establishment 
of a s.mple market would further 
lengthcn the time of transit and les- 
ben the abilities of the railways to 
handlc the crop. 

Next fall, one of the railways will 
be hauling into Winnipeg at least 500 
carloads of grain every day, Should 
& sample market be established the 
seein would be sold by separate car- 
lovds cn sample, and ordered out on 
time. The whole railway yard can- 
not be switched to pick out a partic- 
ular car as each order {s received, so 
that there will have to be a rule to 
start switching cars every night after 
five o'clock. This means, therefore, 
that a car of grain reaching Winnipeg 
after eleven o'clock on Saturday 
morning would not start to be switch- 
ed until after five o'clock on Monday 
evening, as the grain would not be 
disposed of a* the grain exchange be- 
fore Monday. 

Cars that reached Winnipeg before 
eleven o'clock Saturday morning and 
were switched Saturday evening 
would be shipped on Sunday. But 
on Monday there would be no grain 
moving out of Winnipeg. That means 


that practically no grain would be 
shipped out of Winnipeg for twenty- 
four hours each week. The same 
thing ‘vould occur on Thanksgiving 
Dav and the other holidays. 

Making the very best allowances 
{t means that one day {n every seven 
would be lost. and as there are only 
seventy-seven day in which the crop 
moves, which would include eleven 
Sundays and at least one holiday, it 
means that the ability of the rail- 
ways to move the crop would be les- 
sened by twelve days ont of seventy- 
seven. or roughly speaking, the trans- 
portation facilities of the railways of 
the Northwest would be cut down by 
at least sixteen per cent. 

Then, taking into consideration the 
glut that would take place at the lake 
front through the rush of grain there 
in the firat part of the week owing 
to the hold up at Winnipeg over Sun- 
dav, it Is not an exaggeration to say 
that the power of the railways to 
move the crop would be reduced by 
twenty-five per cent. 

The agitators for a samvple market 
are saying that the railways should 
add to thelr rolling stock and yard 
facilities. But every man who exer- 
cises common sense knows that not- 
withstanding their heavy expendi- 
tures and everv effort thev were able 
to make the railways have been barely 
able to keen up with the large in- 
ereaser in the crops produced in the 
Went. It 1s apparent, therefore, that 
if the railwavs are hampered in their 
movement of the crop to the extent 
of twenty or twenty-five per cent, that 
the grain blockade will be worse than 
ever tefore. 

The western farmer Ja well aware 
that a grain blockade alwavs works 
to the detriment of those who raise 
the ‘grain and to the advantage of 
those who buy grain and hold it In 
thelr elevators. The reanits of the 
grain blockade of last fall are still 
felt In the West. Let the farmers 
conalder the results of a hlockade 
twenty-five ner cent worse than the 
last one before they consent to the 
establishment of » sample market and 
ita attendant evils.

PRIMITIVE SURGERY 


Prehistoric Skulls Show Evi- 
dences of Trepanning 

There is no doubt that some rough 
form of surgery must have existed 
from very ancient times, but it is 
strange to find that so complex and 
delicate an operation as trepanning 
is one o: the oldest. 

So far as actual report go, Hippo- 
crates gives the earliest account. He 
Wrote treatises on fractures, disloca- 
tions, arfd wounds of the head, in 
waith he described the method of pro- 
cadure to be followed in case of a 
fractured skull. His direction was 
to cut away a piece of bone, so that 
the pressure on the brain might be 
teileved. 

There are also records about this 
time and later of a file being used for 
this purpose, which at a time when 
anaesthetica were undreamed of, must 
have been, to say the least, painful. 

Accirding to Dr. T. Rice Holmes, 
the operaticn of removing the pieces 
of bone was performed long before 
historic times. The effects on the 
skull ‘re easily seen after death, and 
are visible so long as the bones are 
preserved. 

From inspection of certain skulls 
of the later stone age in ancient 
Britain, Dr. Holmes has come to the 
conclucion that some of these had 
undergone an operation which must 
have been performed with a stone im-| 
plement.—London Standard.

NATIONS SHOWING INTEREST 


Looking to Modern Agricultural 
Methods to Cheapen the Cost of 
Living 


The invitations which the Dominion 
Government of Canada, through the 
Secretary of State, Hon. Wiliam 
James Roche, have extended to 69 
nations, have carried with them the 
special cards of the minister of agri- 
culture of the province of Alberta, 
Hon, Duncan Marshall, and the Inter- 
national President of the Dry-Farm- 
ing Congress, Dr. John A, Widtsoe, of 
Logan, Utah. These invitations re- 
quest the attendance of at least two 
delegates, with full power, to act for 
each government at the big agricul- 
tural convention in Lethbridge, Oct. 
21-26 next. 

In many cases the acceptances are 
already assured, as the correspond- 
ence with the international secretar- 
jes of the organization has indicated 
the intent of these governments to 
send deleg:tions, not alone for the 
purpose of participating in the move- 
ment, but-to make the extended study 
of dry-farming methods in the United 
States and Canada, and to get phy- 
sical illustrations of the success of 
these metiteds—-with-the-+iew—of—thelr 
further introduction into their coun- 
try. It is supposed these official del- 
pgates will tour the western prov- 
inces of Canada and many of the 
states, devoting several months to a 
thorough Investigation of the methods 
of farming. which are proving so suc- 
cessful, and upon which to a large ex- 
tent cepends cheaper living in the 
future, 

Several of these countries will also 
send delegates to the International 
Congress of Farm Women, the aux- 
ilary of the Congress, whose aim is to 
uplift the rural homes, to improve 
the sanitary and hygienic conditions 
of the farm homes, and to conserve 
the energy of the housewife to the 
everlasti.g benefit of posterity. 

The gevernments invited are: In- 
dia, Australia, New Zealand, Belgium, 
Bolivie, Santo Damingo, Squador, 
Egypt, Sudan, Indo-China, Algeria, 
Tunis, Bavaria, Saxony, Greece, Guat- 
emala, Haiti, Honduras, Liberia, Mon- 
tenegro, Morocco, Holland, Nicaragua, 
Norway, Panama, Portugal, Persia, 
Roumania, Salvador, Servia, Sweden, 
Great Britain, South Africa, United 
States, Germany, China, Japan, Rus- 
sin Turkey, Italy, Paraguay, Uruguay, 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Peru, Venez- 
uela, France, Mexico, Austria-[un- 
gary, Spain and Switzerland.

Humus isa very important ele 
ment of soil fertility. Tt is) the 
partially substances (organic mat- 
ter) found in the soil or supplied in 
the form of barnyard manure or hy 
plowing under clover and other 
crops which add fibre to the soil, 

If crops are not rotated, those 
fields that are constantly in) grain 
crops will have their humus supply 
exhausted, and the evil results that 
follow such exhaustion» will be 
brought on. For the first few years 
after new soil is broken, there is 
likely to be an abundant supply, 
but sooner or liter, with the single 
cropping system, the supply of hu- | 
}mus in the soil becomes dificient, 
| That the single cropping system de- 
pletes the supply of humus and that 
jthe systematic rotation of crops 
maintains or inereases the supply 
‘ean be proven with mathematical 
| precision, 

Since humus is one of the prin- 
‘cipal sources of nitrogen in the soil, 
the variation of the humus contents 
will affect to a marked extent the! 
nitrogen supply. In every plat in}

Humus ingreases the water-hold- 
ing enpacity of soils, In order to 
produce a tan of dry hay on an 
vere of land, it is necessary that the 
zrowing grass ersp pump up» from 
that acre approximately 500 tons of 
water. In order to supply 
enormous quantity of watter, the 
201] must not’only be in a condition 
fo absorb and hold water well, but 
it must be porous enough to permit 
water to flow from soil grain to soil 
grain, One ton of humus will ob 
sorb 2 tons of water and give it up 
readily to growing crops. Not only 
that, but the shrinkage of the de- 
caying particles of organic matter 
and the consequent loosening of scil 
grains keeps the soil open and por- 
ous, 

Humue helps to control blowing 
soila, The more organic matter a 
soil contains the greater will be its 
cohesion, not enly beeause, of the 
direet action of the organie bodies 
themselves, ax manure well mixed 
with the soil, or the root fibre from 
a sod plowed under, but also be- 
cause the soil will be more moist as 
ahove mentioned
